EAST INDIA INTELLIGENCE. 

As a proof that the government of India 1s totally, 
difterent from what it tormerly wasy we give the fy 
lowing extract, as ifiued in gencial orders by Lord 
CORNWALLIS: 

Generat Orpers, Aug. 11. 1788 : 

Lord Corawaliis has great pleafure m declaring, 
that the military abilities, as well as the private con-' 
duct of many of the officers of this army, give them
